PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
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ERHAPS ie have a right to 
expect by this time something 
less lugubrious in the aspect 
of our correspondence. In the 
common course of affairs you 
would have warrant on your 
side, my good friend; but 
these are anything but the 
“piping times’* that were. 
In truth, nothing can be con- 
ceived more intensely wretched 
than Paris, or less secure from 
evils to come. The following observations are so 
accurate, and so exactly to the point, that I cannot 
refrain from quoting them :— 

‘“* Although the ranks of the insurgents have been 
so terribly thinned by the ‘ fell sergeant Death’ and 
cannon balls, and their numbers have been also 
diminished by upwards of 15,000 prisoners, who are 
now confined in the several forts and prisons, yet there 
appears to exist throughout Paris a general feeling of 
distrust and anxiety, as though we were on the brink 
of some terrible precipice. Even the tremendous 
military array fails to inspire a feeling of security. 
We have now ean in and about Paris ten regi- 
ments of the line—4dth, 12th, 18th, 23rd, 29th, 50th, 
52nd, 55th, Glst, and 73rd; six of light infantry—Ist, 
7th, llth, 14th, 18th, and 28rd; four companies of 
Veterans, twenty-six battalions of the Garde Mobile - 
the Garde Républicaine and the Gendarmerie : 
cayalry, lst Carabineers ; Ist, 2nd, and 6th Cuirassiers 
at Versailles; 2nd and 8th Dragoons and dth Lancers: 
Artillery, two regiments at Vincennes; Sa pers and

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BATHS AND WASH-HOUSES FOR THE 
LABOURING CLASSES. 
Ir appears from the general report of the above in- 
stitution, that since its foundation in August, 
1846, till last May, a period of one year and nine 
months, the poor of the north-west district of the 
metropolis have enjoyed the benefits it affords in 
upwards of five hundred thousand cases. If any- 
thing more were wanting to show how valuable— 
by-and-by they will be accepted as essential—these 
efforts are, which have been and are being made 
to extend to our poorer fellow-country men and 
women, opportunities of cleanliness which they 
cannot procure for themselves, it will be found in 
the fact that from two to three hundred applicants 
are daily turned away from the baths owing to the 
inadequate scale upon which they are at present 
established. It is stated in the report to which 
we have referred, that much good must be left un- 
realized unless the generosity of the public will 
add to the funds of the institution, which already 
hosel the contributions of her Majesty and Prinee 
the sacred napierof Chai an appeal made in

propose a plan by which thes Poulte ee te fe 
creased to an incalculable extent, at a coat com- 
paratively trifling, Let us take the population 
inhabiting the line of the ‘hames on both sides 
say from Bermondsey to Chelsea, This locality 
abounds in thousands of the poorest of our po- 
pulation, living within constant reach of the 
means of cleanliness, and yet living without them 
to the annoyance of beholders, and necessarily to 
their own demoralization. ; y 


The establishment at stated distances of floating 


baths and wash-houses upon each side of the river ‘ 
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would be a work costly, perhaps, but utterly in 
considerable in comparison with the benefits which 
wehave every reason to believe would immediately 
flow from its execution. What the poorer classes 
want is merely to have the means of enjoying 
those benefits placed before them. The report 
which we have quoted, and which states the fact 
that thousands annually apply for the use of the 
north-west baths, and are turned away for want of 
accommodation, is an irrefragable proof that the 
poor will answer any efforts in this respect which 
are made in their behalf; and we may congratulate 
ourselves as a nation, that no matter how often 
we are forced to confess that many individuals 
of the lower classes are instances of morbid sloth, 
yet, as a body, their natural instinct is to improve 
their condition by the exercise of that industry 
which is the grand and prosperous characteristic 
of the country. 

To dwell for a moment upon the facilities of the 
plan which we propose, we would impress the 
fact that it requires no buildings of materials 
costly in their purchase and costly in the labour 
necessary for their erection. There is neither 
ground-rent nor land-tax to be paid, An old Go- 
vernment hulk, a disabled merchantman, or a 
concatenation of planks with some little manage- 
ment, will effect all that is needful. Again, as 
the tide flows in and out, every moment brings 
a fresh supply of water; and, finally, no day’s 
work need be thrown aside. An hour or less will 
suffice for all the advantages of an exercise equally 
healthy and agreeable. This is a plan easy of 
adoption—endless in benefit. 

The question of attaching baths to the work- 
houses of our metropolitan parishes has been 
already agitated in some unions, We are not 
called upon here to insist upon the propriety of 
that step. There is an argument against its adop- 
tion, shortsighted enough, but potential with 
persons who cannot recognise economy in the long 
run which is to be purchased by a present increase 
of poor’s rates. Time will adjust this matter. But 
there is really no time to be lost in deciding on 
the plan we have proposed in terms sufficient, 
though loose, to point out a field of action and the 
advantages of its position, We have had, and per- 
haps there is still, a floating-bath upon the Thames. 
What we want is to see many, which shall be, if 
possible, improvements on the old model; with 
the especial improvement of coming within reach 
of the poor by their gratuitous establishment,

space of ground. There were in ali 186 exhibitors on 
this occasion, exhibiting from one to, in some cases, 
nearly a hundred articles; and these embracing im- 
plements in every department of husbandry, from the 
lough that opens the glebe to the covering that 
Bates the grain. The various awards were made by 
the judges in this department. His Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge arrived on Tuesday, and, with 
the Earl of Yarborough, the president of the Society, 
inspected the implements in the show-yard. Prince 
Albert arrived on Wednesday. The Prince was re- 
ceived at Rugby by Mr. Hudson, as chairman of the 
Midland and York and North Midland Railways. His 
Royal Highness received in every direction a most 
hearty aud genuine welcome; the cheering was con- 
tinuous from the moment he alighted till he arrived at 
his temporary residence ; royal salutes were fired at 
different points of his progress ; and the immense 
multitudes who lined ‘the streets, and the fair ladies 
who filled the windows, testified by every means in 
their power the joy which the presence of the Prince 
Consort inspired. The carriage conveyed him at aslow 
pace through the city, and there was ample time for 
the people to pay their greetings, and for his Royal 
Highness to acknowledge them with his usual grace. 


EmMBezzLEMENT AT Bristou.—It may be 
recollected that in April Mr. R. R. Dix, who was, 
until 1846, a partner in the Bristol Lead and Patent 
Shot Company, absconded with the books of the firm, 
Bills of £100 reward for his apprehension having been 
extensively circulated, he was apprehended at Wool- 
wich, but made his escape from the constable at the 
Paddington terminus of the Great Western Railway. 
He was, however, subsequently apprehended at Rad- 
stock, in Somerset, and his trial came on at Bristol, 
last week, before the Recorder. The case involved 
lengthy details, relating chiefly to the affairs of the 
firm. For the prisoner it was alleged that there had 
been an ascertained amount of £859 due to him out of 
the concern, subject to some deductions, and that, as 
he could not obtain a settlement, he had taken away 
the books for the purpose of effecting, or rather of 
forcing, such settlement; in proof of which it was 
stated that instead of destroying the books he had 
carefully preserved them, Several witnesses of great 
respectability were called, and gave the prisoner a high 
character for honesty and integrity; after which the 
recorder summed up at great length, and the jury, 
having retired for about ten minutes, brought in a 
verdict of guilty, with a recommendation to mercy, 
He was sentenced to temporary imprisonment. 


WuHoLEsALE RoBpBERIES BY A MAN OF 
PRoPERTY.—At the Somerset adjourned sessions, on 
Wednesday, Caleb Bartlett, aged 71, was placed in the 
dock to take his trial on several charges of sheep-stealing. 
We have before alluded to this extraordinary case. 
His house has been most truly described, notwith- 
standing his apparent respectability, as aden of thieves. 
He was arraigned under eight indictments: the first 
of which charged him with having stolen, on the Ist of 
April, ten sheep, the property of W. Francis, of Trent ; 
the second, with haying stolen, on the 4th of April, 
one sheep, the property of John Edward Stacey, of 
Trent; the third, with having stolen, on the 11th of 
April, seventeen sheep, the property of Noah Ford, 
of Stowell; the fourth, with having, on the 7th of 
April, stolen three sheep, the property of W. Francis, 
of Trent. Four indictments charged him with having 
received the same feloniously. He was convicted, and 
sentenced to ten years’ transportation. 


Supposep Murper anp Svuicrpe.— A 
woman named Davies, lately residing in Major-street, 
Manchester, has disap me under circumstances ofa 
very painful nature, Mer husband, after a lingering 
illness of nearly twelve months’ duration, died last 
week, and his brother had come over to remove the 
body to Shrewsbury for interment, His widow had 
given birth to a male infant only a few weeks before 
her husband's death, and had retired to rest with it, 
but on the Friday morning she was nowhere to be 
found. On looking under tge bed in which she had 
slept the infant was found in a pan of water drowned, 
In another room a cord was found, and a hook which 
had been in the ceiling was lying beside it. The in- 
ference drawn by the friends of the woman under these 
circumstances was, that, after murdering her child, 
she had attempted to commit suicide. The Rochdale 
Canal passes near to the house, and, thinking it pro- 
bable that she might have thrown herself inte it xf 

vb) she might have thrown herself into it after 
failing to accomplish her purpose vy hanging, a search 
was commenced in it by means of drags on Friday, 
and was continued, but up to Saturday evening last 
was fruitless An inquest was commenced on the 
child, but, in the state of uncertainty respecting the 
mother, the proceedings were adjourned. ‘The conjec- 
ture has proved to be only too correct, the unfortunate 
woman’s body having been discovered on Sunday in a 
tub of water at the back of the house. The waterbut 
was never examined, from the circumstance that it 
was so elevated as to lead to the conclusion that she 
could not have got at it. The means by which she 
did ascend to it are not known. She had'got into the 
tub feet downwards, and crouched down so that the 
water might cover her. There can be little doubt that 
she had drowned herself in this way immediately after 
destroying her child.

Porsontne ror Burtan Fres.— The dis- 
covery of a murder by poison, and the general be- 
lief that as many as sixteen human beings have 
fallen victims under a similar diabolical system, have 
recently created the greatest excitement throughout 
the eastern counties. Mr. Codd, the coroner, has 
been pursuing an investigation into the whole of 
the facts, and at the close of last week the inquiry 
terminated in a verdict of ‘‘ Wilful murder” against a 
woman named Mary May, for feloniously administer- 
ing arsenic to her brother, W. Constable, and thereby 
causing his death. The subjoined facts, as collected 
from the coroner’s deposition, briefly detail the whole 
particulars connected with the dreadful affair, In the 
parish of Wickes, a small village on the high road to 
Harwich, about six miles from the Manningtree station 
of the Eastern Union Railway, lived the deceased, W. 
Constable, alias Watts. He had not been married, He 
maintained himself by hawking trifling things about the 
country, and for comfort sake lodged in the house of 
his sister, Mary May, a married woman, He appears 


ult. he returned to his lodgings in good health, and 
had tea as usual, Shortly afterwards he was attacked 
with violent retching and burning pains in his throat 
and stomach. These symptoms continued till the 
following Sunday, when he died, The moment he 
was attacked the sister called in several neighbours to 
see him. He assured them that it was almost. certain 
that he would die, but, strange to remark, no suspicion 
was excited that anything had been administered to 
him. On the declaration of the sister that death had 
resulted from natural decline, the body was interred 
in the parish churchyard, she officiating as_ chief 
mourner. In the course of a few days she called on 
the Rev. G, Wilkins, the incumbent, for the purpose, 
as she explained, of obtaining a certificate from the 
reverend gentleman that deceased was in good health 
a fortnight before his death, and that he was in his 
thirty-cighth year—(forty-eight was his real age), 
This he declined giving, inquiring of her what she 
wanted it for? She re ‘ted, that she had entered him 
in a burial club at Harwich a fortnight before his 
death, and that the society would not pay the money 
allowed for the interment of deceased unless they had 
a certificate of his good health at the time he was 
entered. He told her that the money did not belong 
to her. She said no one else was entitled to it, as 
she had done it all herself, and nobody else knew 
anything about it, These, and other suspicious cir- 
cuinstances, particularly the number of children she 
had buried, coupled with the suspicious death of 
her former husband, and the hasty and earnest so- 
licitations she made in this instance to obtain the 
fees from the burial society, led to the inquiry, 
and induced the coroner of the district to direct 
the exhumation of the body. This being done, the 
stomach and contents were forwarded to Mr. Taylor, 
the professor of chemistry at Guy’s Hospital, for 
analyzation. The inquest was opened at the Waggon 
public-house at Wickes, and very conclusive evidence 
was adduced.—The secretary of the burial society in 
question, J. Pratt, of Harwich, said it was designated 
the “ New Mariners’ Society,” and paid £9 or £10 on 
the death of a member, the sum depending on the 
number of members in the club. On the 13th of last 
May the female, Mary May, accompanied by the 
schoolmistress of Wickes School, called at the office 
and inquired if the club was full. Being told that it 
had some vacancies, she said she wished to enter her 
brother in the club, He was a healthy man, and she 
had never known him to have a day’s illness in her 
life, and that he was only 35 years of age. The secre- 
tary then entered the deceased’s name, and she paid 
the fees—ls. 3d. for entering, and 4d. in advance. On 
the 6th of June the schoolmistress brought 2s. for the 
payments due, and he (the secretar ) heard no more

Farau AccipENT oN Rainway Works.— 
A. serious accident has occurred at the Guidebridge 
etation, on the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincoln- 
shire Railway. It appears that a short tunnel, near 
the approach to the station, has for some time been in 
an imperfect state, and that the engineer advised its 
removal. .The men had entirely removed the arch, 
and had completed a bridge in its stead, which had 
been open for traffic for several weeka. About ten or 
fifteen men were engaged in removing the fallen 
materials, when a portion of the wall or abutment 
which supported the arch gave ie ( and came in with 
acrash, and unfortunately buried three of the men 
under the ruins, who were killed on the spot. The 
line had been got sufficiently cleared to allow the ten 
o’clock goods train'from Manchester to pass. The 
shaking of the soil round the spot caused by the vibra- 
tion of this train is said to have been the cause of the 
accident. The names of the sufferers are Lowe, 
Bromley, and’ Jackson, An inquest was held on the 
sufferers. , Verdict, ‘‘ Accidental death.” 


DePLORABLE OccuRRENCE AT BLAcK- 
FRIARS-BRIDGE. — On Sunday morning, about a 
quarter past twelve o’clock, an alarm was raised that 
a female had been seen to mount one of the seats. on 
Blackfriars-bridge and plunge head foremost into the 
river. - Neerey, the night pierman, instantly put off in 
a skiff with the drags. The spot having been pointed 
out to him where the female was supposed to have 
plunged in, he dragged the water for some time, but 
without effect, and, imagining that the female had 
been carried away with the tide and drowned, gave up 
the search. At daybreak, however, an‘appalling scene 
was presented. Upon:the third pier head, on the 
lower side of the bridge, was discovered a middle-aged 
female lying with her jaw broken, her head: battered 
in, and covered with blood. A ladder having been 
procured from the pier, Neerey, with the assistance of 
the Thames police, succeeded in carrying the body 
down, and; having placed it in his boat, it was taken 
ashore, She evidently was killed the instant her head 
struck the stonework of the bridge. . Who the unfor- 
tunate woman is is at present unknown. She was very 
poorly, but neatly and cleanly, clad. The person who 
raised the alarm in the first instance stated that she 
had a child with her on the bridge, and that she sud- 
denly pulled off -her shawl and jumped into the river. 
He also stated that he heard the child cry out ‘‘ Oh, 
my mother!’’ Neither the child nor the shawl has 
been found.» Many persons imagine that the child in 
looking for her mother must have fallen into the water 
and also have perished. There was the sum of 1s, 6d. 
in the pocket worn by the deceased, but no writing or 
anything else likely to lead to her identification, The 
body lies in the deadhouse in Chatham-place to be 
owned, 

CoAL-MINE ExpLosion aT WEDNES- 
BURY, AND Loss or Lire.—There has for the se- 
cond time within a week been a colliery explosion at 
Wednesbury, attended this time with loss of life. The 
circumstances connected with this accident are these : 
—It seems that a number of men and boys went down 
a new mine-pit in the Brunswick Colliery, belonging 
to Messrs. Walker and Company, their purpose being 
to work all night; a number of others had been so 
engaged during the day, at the time they retired the 
mine being, as it is supposed, free from firedamp; to- 
wards seven o'clock, however, a body of it had 

athered about 100 yards further in the working of 
the pit than it had been known to do on any former 
occasion.. This was ignited by the candle of a young 
man named Vernon. An explosion took place, and 
Vernon was so severely burnt that he has since died. 
Three others were also greatly injured ; one of them, 
a youth named Hughes, so mtith so, that amputation 
of the thigh became expedient, and his life is des- 

aired of. The close state of the atmosphere made 
ta bad day for mining operations; to this is attri- 
buted the accumulation of the firedamp, and this has 
so much increased that at several of the pits in the 
neighbourhood working has ceased. 


Four Persons Potsonep.—Jane Kemp, 
residing at Midhurst, Sussex, with her husband, mo- 
ther, and sister, a few nights back prepared a supper, 
of which they all partook. The meal consisted of 
pork, cabbage, and bacon. They had barely finished 
the meal when the most alarming symptoms were 
perceptible, the whole family being seized with violent 
retching and excruciating pains. Medical assistance 
was obtained, but the unfortunate female expired, 
The other three sufferers, though still very ill, are 
recovering. An inquest has been commenced on the 
body, and, after the above facts were sworn to in evi- 
dence, the coroner said it would be impossible to con- 
clude the inquiry at present. He considered that an 
analysis of the contents of the deceased’s stomach 
should be made, which would allow time for the full 
recovery of the other three sufferers. The jury ac- 
quiesced in the recommendation of the coroner, and 
the inquest was adjourned, The deceased, who i 
highly respected, had been married only afew months.

DrererMINED Svuicipe In St. JAMES'S 
Panrx,—On Saturday morning last, about half-past 
ten o’clock, a most singular act of suicide was com- 
mitted in the ornamental water of St, James’s-park 
by a respectable married woman, who was walking 
round the banks with her husband. His name 
is Clements, and he lived at 24, Cowper-street, 
City-road, where he is a type-founder. They had, it 
seems, some quarrel, which he considered of no con- 
sequence, when she suddenly got over one of the 
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hurdles, which are placed for confining the sheep, 
and plunged into the water. Mr. Clements was much 
alarmed at seeing that she instantly sank, for the 
water is very deep at the spot, and he went in after 
her, but much time elapsed before he succeeded in 

etting hold of her, and she was then quite insensible. 

he was taken at once to the Westminster Hospital, 
and had the most unremitting attention from the resi- 
dent medical officer, but it was of no avail: life was 
quite extinct. The husband remains in the hospital 
from the effects of the immersion. 


ATTEMPTED MURDER IN A WorRKHOUSE.— 
Three females, named Merritt, Byrne, and Cronin, 
who have frequently been in custody for their violent 
conduct in Bermondsey workhouse, were charged with 
attempting to murder Mary M‘Aller, one of the ward- 
keepers. Complainant, whose face was much dis- 
figured, said that on the previous morning she was 
directed to proceed to the prisoners’ ward and remove 
some work. As soon as she arrived in the middle of 
the ward, Merritt rushed upon her and struck her a 
tremendous blow on the mouth, cutting her lip and 
knocking several of her teeth out. Before she could 
recover herself she was again struck and knockel 
down, when Byrne came up to her and struck her. 
She called out, ‘‘ Now we will do for you!’’ and the 
other prisoners then came up and fell upon her. She 
called out for assistance, and had not the officer of 
the workhouse been in the way she must have been 
murdered. They had a spite against her because she 
attended as a witness against Cronin at the sessions, 
The prisoners said they were treated worse than the 
worst of criminals in the workhouse, and that the 
complainant called them opprobrious names before 
they struck her. Mr. Secker sentenced them to two 
months’ hard labour in the House of Correction. 


A Woman MurperepD By HER HusBAND. 
Ephraim Blythe was charged at Bilston with the 
wilful murder of his wife, Ellen Blythe, From the 
evidence it appeared that, whilst in a furious passion, 
prisoner struck the deceased first in the face, then 
threw her down, and jumped upon and kicked her 
several times. ‘Che poor creature, as well as she was 
able, crawled to a neighbouring house for protection, 
when the prisoner, after threatening to murder or 
fight any man who pleased to come forward, ran out 
to look for his wife and children with an iron poker 
in his hand. Not being able to find them, he returned 
home and went to sleep, The poor woman was obliged 
to have surgical assistance; but, in spite of every 
attention, she became worse and died. The prisoner, 
when called upon for his defence, said he was drunk 
when he ill-used his wife. The surgeon proved that 
there was a wound three inches long on the top of the 
head, and an extensive one in the lower jaw, besides 
which the body was covered with bruises. The inju- 
ries were the cause of death. The prisoner was fully 
committed for trial for wilful murder.

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 

Spain.—The Carlist General Elio entered Navarre 
on the 30th, Two batteries of. artillery had left 
Madrid,—one for Catalonia and the other for the 
Basque provinces. A most unfavourable account is 
given in these letters of the state of the bank. General 
Alzaa, the Carlist chief, was shot on the morning of 
the 3rd. All the Carlist officers taken would, it was 
said, be shot; and, as reprisals will be taken, the pro- 
vinces may be considered now as the theatre of inter- 
‘necine war, The Government journals ascribe this 
Carlist outbreak to Lord Palmerston and English 
Intrigue. Among other movements, Cabrera marched 
rapidly to repass the Ter at Ripoll, and took up a 
position at Gombreri. On the 2nd a decisive combat 
took place at this point, and Cabrera obtained a signal 
advantage over the Queen’s troops. Troops have been 
ordered to march to Navarre and the Basque provinces, 
and the garrison of Madrid was reduced to 9000 or 
10,000 men. The. mail from Andalusia had been 
intercepted by an armed band in the Sierra Morena, 
and another band had appeared in Valencia, near 
Castellon de la Plana. 


_ Manni, July 4.—It is quite certain that the Queen 
is enceinte, She has been prohibited from takin 
equestrian exercise by her medical attendants, an 
henceforth her carriages are to be drawn by mules, who 
draw with an easier motion than horses. When her 
Majesty has arrived at the third month of her preg- 
nancy the happy event will be announced to the nation 
by the Gazette. 

ITaALy.—Vatecio.—The crisis is coming on. The 
King has not been well pleased with the abrupt refusal 
of the Provisional Government of Milan to accept the 
Austrian propositions, and treat on the basis of the 
Adige, anh we have reason to believe that he has taken 
‘measures for the purpose of recalling his own Cham- 
bers and the authorities of Milan to a serious consi- 
deration of the actual position. 

Napies.—Nothing can be more deplorable than the 
condition of Naples. On the 30th ult., the day before 
the opening of Parliament, the imhabitants were in 
consternation lest another attempt at pillage should 
be attempted the lazzaroni, and soldiers, with thé 
permission of the Government, The shops were all 
closed, and the’ gates and doors all strengthened, the 
inhabitants coating them inside and outside with iron. 
Extra guards were placed in the direction af the Villa 
Reale and -Pezzuoli, having reference apparently to 
the recent outbreak of the galley slaves at Procida. 
On the Ist ‘inst. all circulation of carriages through 
Naples was prohibited; the railways were also sus- 
pended to prevent the arrival of disaffectéd-from the 
country, guards were placed at all the gates of the 
town, and the aspect of the city was one af complete 
desolation ; patrols of Swiss troops, headed by a com- 

¢ missary of police, were seen to pass from time to time. 

§ No procession was made to the Chamber, The speech 

) was listened to in the most chilling silence. When 
the speech was concluded there was not the slightest 

expression of any sentiment whatever from the Assem- 

bly, which separated in profound silence.

A 
male figure in Persian costume, singularly forcible 
in colour and beautiful in effect.—‘'The Dangerous 
Playmate.’ <A small picture of a girl playing with 
Cupid, the latter figure charmingly shaded.—* Win- 
dow in Venice during the Carnival’ represents a

the motley crowd beneath.—‘T'he Saviour’ is a fine 
example of colour, but deficient in character. —‘ A 
Magdalene’ engaged in devotion, with a missal be- 
fore her, This picture is finely coloured, but, like 


‘the former, is wanting in lofty sentiment.—‘ The 


Lutist Lady and Attendants’ is a composition of 
much interest. 

One of the most beautiful pictures in the col- 
lection is ‘ The Age of Innocence,’ by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. Mr, Vernon purchased this charming 
picture at the sale of tHe collection of the late 
Joshua Harman, Esq., at the price of 1450 gui- 
neas, ‘ Sir A, Hume’ is painted with a free pencil 
in Sir Joshua's early style. * Portrait of Him- 
self,’ painted by Sir Joshua for Mrs, Thrale, is a 
three-quarter portrait, very carefully executed, in 
a rich tone of colour. 

Wedo not think that Mr. Maclise has in any 
other work equalled ‘'The Play Scene,’ “ Ham- 
let,”” which, for originality of conception, gran- 
deur of treatment, variety of character, and forci- 
ble and pointed argument, is worthy of the im- 
mortal poet. The position of Hamlet at the feet 
of Ophelia is in accordance with his own expressed 
choice. Behind the chair of Ophelia is Laertes ; 
the King and Queen are on the right, the former 
stung with the agony of conscious guilt, the latter 
fixed and deeply attentive, so that only Hamlet 
marks the King’s agony. Polonius is a remarkable 
figure of an old man in his dotage on the right of 
the King and Queen, All the rest are the ladies 
and gentlemen of the court anid attendants ;, and a 
crowd of armed men thronging the extremities of 
the composition. Shakspere has furnished Mr, 
Maclise with another subject in a scene in 
“Twelfth Night,’ in which Afalvolio presents 
himself before Olivia cross-gartcred in the garden. 
The scene is well conceived, and carried out with 
great spirit, 

One of the two pictures realized from the 
sketches made in Ireland by Sir D., Wilkie in 
1835, and named ‘ The Peep-o’-day Boy’s Cabin, 
is a most desirable addition to the national col- 
ection, .as exhibiting the change of style progres- 
‘sively adopted by Wilkie during a course of thirty 

ears, ‘The Blind Fiddler’ having been painted

in its execution the more freé manner that Wilkie 
gradually adopted. ‘The Bagpiper’ is a very 
clever half-length figure. 

There are four pictures by Gainsborough, who 
was, in subject and in style, essentially an English 
painter, ‘ Landscape—Sunset :’ in the foreground 
of the picture flows a rivulet, crossed by a rustic 
bridge, on which stands a peasant who has driven 
down his team to drink of the limpid current. This 
is a chef d’auvre of the great master. ‘The 
Watering-place’ is a charming picture, singularly 
fresh and brilliant. ‘ Rustic Children’ is a lovely 
little picture, and one of that class which in style 
Wilkie used to compare with Velasquez. ‘ Musi- 
dora,’ a life-size figure, seated by a stream, wherein 
she has washed her feet, and is now drying them, 
‘ Landscape—View in Italy,’ by R. Wilson, is a 
composition of much sweetness, So are three other 
views in Italy by the same master. 

‘ Happy as a King,’ by Collins, represents a boy 
swung to and fro by his companions on a gate ; he 
comes well out in aragged bright red waistcoat, and, 
in his exuberant joyiulness, does ample honour to 
the title, This is one of the most charming pic- 
tures of the esteemed painter. ‘ Prawn Fishers 
is a charming coast view of the same artist. |‘ The 
Old Pier, Littlehampton,’ a ‘Coast Scene, after 
Vandevelde, ‘The Benighted Traveller, * Re- 
turning from Market,’ ‘ The Dutch Village,’ ‘ Coast 
View,’ and ‘ Landscape,’ are all most sweetly 
painted pictures, by Sir A. W. Callcott. 

Never has the sententious Sancho Panza been 
painted with such truth as by Leslie, in his 
‘Sancho and the Duchess.’ He is permitted to 
sit in the presence of her grace; he occupies a 
low stool, his ample bundle of proverbs done up in 
scant wrapper, and signalized as the lion of the 
moment. Sancho is a precision ; he delivers him- 
self with an emphasis that will be heard. The 
composition of this picture is admirable. ‘ My 
Uncle ‘Toby and the Widow’ is an exceedingly 
clever work, by Leslie. 

‘A Portrait of John Fawcett, Comedian,’ by 
Sir T. Lawrence, abounds in good qualities, and is 
felicitous in colour and expression. There is also 
an untinished ¢ Portrait of a Lady,’ by Sir T, Law- 
rence. ‘A Portrait of Thomas Morton, Dramatist,’ 
by Sir M. A. Shee, P.R.A., is a three-quarter 
view, presenting an admirable resemblance of this 
distinguished dramatic writer. ‘The Installation, 
by Sir Benjamin West, is painted in a warm har- 
monious tone, and with considerable finish. 

‘ Going to School,’ by Webster, who excels all 
who have preceded him ia such subjects. The 
door is open, and an aged dame listens to the well- 
thumbed legend of. the tallest pupil, while an 
urchin, who has been bird-nesting instead of 
attending school, peeps in at the door, holding in 
his‘right hand a string of bird’s eggs. ‘The story 
is admirably told, Another, which is one of the 
most beautiful of all the artist’s works, is entitled 
The Dame’s School.’ 

‘ Time of Peace,’ by E. Landseer, is illustrated 
by a most charming idea, that of a lamb cropping 
the blades of grass which have grown round the 
mouth of a rusty cannon mounted on the heights 
of Dover. The sentiment of ‘Time of War,’ a 
pendant to the preceding, is also touchingly beau- 
tiful. ‘ Highland Piper and Dogs,’ ‘ Spaniels of 
King Charles’ Breed,’ ‘ High Life—Low Life,’ and 
‘The Dying Stag,’ are all painted with E. Land- 
seer’s usual power and truth, 

Three fine paintings by Hilton, in colour and 
composition, declare the work of a master to whom 
high-class art was sacred. One is ‘The Meeting 
of Abraham’s Servant and Rebecca,’ and is a fine

OUTRAGEOUS CONDUCT OF A SOLDIER. 

At Marylebone, John Doull, a fine tall young man, a private 
in the Royal Scots Fusiliers, was placed at the bar before Mr. 
Broughton, charged with drunkenness and other misconduct 
of a very violent and ruffianly nature. The prisoner has been 
for several weeks under medical treatment by the surgeon of 
his regiment, in consequence of his having received a severe 
blow on the head from a constable, who, in self-defence, was 
compelled to use his truncheon.
